In a powerful attack in the Cham- 
pagne region the French troops cap-" 
tured several fortified lines of 
trenches in the neighborhood of 
Mont Carnillet to a depth of 5«0 to 
1.000 yards, according to the War 
office report. 

The three-mile stretch of territory 
from Arleus-en-Gohelle to Gavrelle 
is still the scene of great battles for 
surpemary between the British and 
the Germans. Another trench sya- 
tem -a barrier to the forward march 
of Field Marshal Haig's forces to- 
ward Doual — has been taken over a 
front of a mile in most sanguinary 
fighting. The new position lies south 
of Oppy and runs almost to the out- 
skirts of Gavrelle. Berlin has ad- 
mitted the loss to the Canadians of 
Arleux-en-C.ohelle and to other parts 
of Field Marshal Haig's army at 
Oppy and positions near Gavrelle and 
Roeux, which are characterized as 
"advanced positions." The German 
War Office adds, however, that ex- 
cept for Arleux &U positions were re- 
gained nn.l that the British suffered 
extraordinary heavy losses. Since 
the recommencement of the offen- 
sive Saturday the number of prison- 
ers taken by the British has material- 
ly increased, nearly 1,000 Germans 
having been sent to the prisoner 
cage* back of the fighting line up to 
Sunday evening. 

Both Sennte and Hpuse voted ap- 
proval of the Administration's pro- 
posal to raise a great war army on 
the principle of selective conscrip- 
tion, voting down by overwhelming 
majorities volunteer army amend- 
ments around which opponents of 
th* Administration plan had (enter- 
ed their fight, and passing the Selec- 
tive Draft Bill without material 
change in the more important pro- 
vision* written into it hy the army 
General Staff and approved bv the 
President.

The exnectation in Peking is that 
China within two w.ek* will declare 
war on Germany. Already a special 
Commission for International Affairs 
has advised the Government that 
China should take her place beside 
the United States and the Entente 
Allies as an antagonist of Germany, 
and Parliament is soon to decide 
finally the question of China's parti- 
cipation. 

The bill being drawn by a sub- 
committee of the Ways and Mems 
Committee designed to raise $l,r>00,- 
000.000 additional taxes per year 
for war purpose* would lower the ex- 
emptions on incomes to $1,000 for 
single men and $2,000 for married 
men. Increased taxes on whisky, 
l eer, cigars, cigarettes and tobacco 
and new taxes on automobiles, 
amusements, soft drinks and various 
kinds of stamp taxes are proposed. 
Opposition to features of the meas- 
ure is arising, it is stated. 

It is the hope of France and the 
dread of Germany that the United 
States flag will soon fly in the 
trenches of France, according to a 
statement made by Marshal Joffre to 
American newspaper men.
